mortification, constituted

operation. 
To the last the king tried 
to avoid this, and he was willing to 
be carried to the abbey for the corona­ 
tion ceremony in order that it should 
occur as arranged. 
The influence of 
Queen Alexandra was enlisted, how­ 
ever, and yesterday the royal patient 
was prepared for the operation which, 
even in the skillful hands of England’s 
best surgeon, was fraught with grave 
danger. During the afternoon his maj­ 
esty was moved from his couch to the 
operating table and the anesthetic was 
adm inistered. 
Sir Frederick Treves 
made the incision near the patient’s 
groin and carried It upward, with an 
outward slant, for nearly four inches. 
The obstruction was removed and a 
tubing was placed in the affected in­ 
testine. 
King Edw ard’s first words when he 
returned to consciousness were to ask 
for "Gcohge,” and the Prince of Wales, 
who was waiting in the next room, 
was 
imm ediately 
adm itted 
to 
his 
father’s presence. 
While the opera­ 
tion was being performed the great 
central courtyard of Buckingham pal­ 
ace, so lately the scene of such bril­ 
liant gatherings, was utterly deserted
